In this business of retailing, your primary problem is, or at 
least should be, selling merchandise. 


It appears to me, however that selling seems to take second 
billing to the term “buying.” This word does not refer to the act 
of the consumer but to the retailer’s action of acquiring merchan- 
dise to sell. For a long time I have felt that it is wrongly used 
... only the consumer is a buyer whether for the home or for indus- 
try. A retailer does not do any buying when it comes to selecting 
merchandise for resale. He may think he does, but he is only kid- 
ding himself. 


When a man thinks he is buying, a lot of things come to his 
mind such as price, special benefits, etc. When he concentrates 
on selling, a completely different picture comes to mind. He 
expects the merchandise to be sold as soon as possible so that 
the dollars turn over, and tries to find out just what he can do in 
his store to accomplish this. Perhaps full use of dealers’ display 
material will help. Advertising mats may be part of the answer. 


Who can help the retailer when he is willing to think in terms 
of “selling” and not “buying”? In most cases he has a partner... 
his wholesaler. 


Here is an organization that helps him in the selection of mer- 
chandise that is salable. Many of these firms offer service far 
beyond just making goods available. There are such services as 
store modernization, helpful ideas on revamping departments. 
Some of the salesmen are able to tell them of tried and true meth- 
ods of selling certain items. Some firms offer advertising services 
and consumer type publications. Some hold special shows to pre- 
sent new merchandise and to have the manufacturers representa- 
tives available to give retailers all kinds of selling techniques. 
Some firms have helped dealers set up credit plans. All this and 
more is done so that the independent retail hardware establish- 
ment will get all the business possible in its own community. 


For this reason the June issue of Hardware World is dedicated 
to Hardware Wholesalers in the Eleven Western States.

Justice Department, Federal Trade Commission 
Opposition May Kill "Phantom Freight’ Measure 


Efforts of Western congress- 
men to outlaw “phantom 
freight” and thus bring lower 
freight costs to retailers are 
running into strong opposition. 
For the third successive year, it 
is probable that Congress will 
adjourn without voting on the 
proposal. 

The Justice Department and 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
which delayed the bill two years 
ago by promising to crack down 
on phantom freight under ex- 
isting laws, are now actively 
opposing the measure (HR. 765) 
sponsored by Rep. Car] Hinshaw, 
R., Calif. 

Judge Stanley N. Barnes, re- 
tiring chief of the Justice De- 
partment’s antitrust division, 
told a subcommittee of the House 
Commerce Committee recently 
that he opposed the bill as “un- 
necessary.” Mr. Barnes is a 
Californian, and new judge for 
the Ninth Federal Circuit Court 
of Appeals at Los Angeles. 

Ear! W. Kintner, chief counsel 
of the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, told the same committee 
that the measure, which would 
prohibit a manufacturer or dis- 
tributor from collecting amounts 
fraudulently “represented as or 
attributed to freight or trans- 
portation charges,” is unneces- 
sary because FTC now has juris- 
diction. over false representa- 
tions of freight charges if the 
buyer is deceived. 

Judge Barnes says that when 
retailers are not deceived by 
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false transportation charges, but 
pay them because they have to 
in order to get orders, there is 
no need for a law to protect 
them. 

Rep. Hinshaw argues that 
Western dealers are being hard 
hit by manufacturers who set up 
assembly and manufacturing 
plants in the West, but continue 
to charge freight from Mid- 
West or Eastern cities. An end 
to the phantom freight racket 
would mean that Western hard- 
ware dealers will be able to take 
advantage of more local sources 
of supply at lower costs. 


WESTERN STATES will get 
almost 5 billion in the next 13 
years for new highways if Con- 
gress and President Eisenhower 
agree on a proposed $51.5 billion 
federal-state highway construc- 
tion and modernization program

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Answers to questions we’re often asked 


Q. What is the important difference 
between cut and rolled threads? 


A. A rod with a cut thread has an 
outside thread diameter which is 
the same as the body of the rod. 
Also, the end of the rod is usually 
pointed to remove the sharp starting 
thread. 

Rolled threads have an outside 
diameter greater than the diameter 
of the portion of the rod next to the 
thread. And the end of the thread 
need not be pointed because a sharp 
starting thread is not present on a 
rolled thread. 


Q. Which type of threads is better? 
A. That’s hard to say. But rolled 


threads are often the better choice. 
There are several reasons: 


1. In many instances, rolled threads 
are cheaper. This is true because of 
the weight savings. You buy less 
steel. Also, rolled threads can often 
be produced faster. The savings to 
the customer on the larger sizes is 
often substantial. 


2. Rolled threads are likely to be 
smoother. And because cold-work- 
ing hardens the threads, they are 
not as easily damaged. The cold- 
working also develops compressive 
stresses in the threads, making 
them more resistant to fatigue from 
repetitive stresses in bending or 
tension. 


3. Because the thread-rolling proc- 
ess “‘cold-works” the steel in the 
threads, rolled threads havea slightly 
higher tensile strength than cut 
threads. This advantage, however, 
diminishes as the diameter of the 
rod or bolt increases. 


Q. How can I be sure that rolled 
threads are the best choice for a 
particular application?

Highlights Merchandise With Color and Light 


Combined with Wide Aisles They Make Store a Pleasant Place to Shop 


UNSET Hardware & Appliance, 10120 S. W. 
Parkway, Cedar Hills, was opened April 7, 
1955, as a unit of the Cedar Hills Shopping Center, 
which serves one of the most rapidly growing 
communities surrounding Portland, Oregon. It is 
an independently owned hardware store, with Bill 
Brock as manager. 

Brock came to the new store from Klamath 
Falls, Oregon, where, with Cecil Howard, he had 
operated a similar business. He is comparatively 
a newcomer to Oregon, arriving three years ago. 
For eight years he owned and operated a store in 
Nucla, Colorado, in the middle of the uranium in- 
dustry, in which he worked for five years, mining 
and diamond drilling. 

Since opening, the store has added one to their 
staff, now made up of two men and three women. 


A Place People Like to Shop 


The customer’s first impression of this modern 
and attractive store is one of light and harmony of 
soft colors. Wide aisles between gondolas give an 
orderly, uncluttered atmosphere, making the most 
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of the merchandise and simplifying finding of 
wanted items. A variety of colors were used in dec- 
orating shop and fixtures. Bases of gondolas are 
orchid; tops are green, red, or orchid. 

Features of the store are an open-beam ceiling, 
full-length louvered lights, and air conditioning. 
One-third of the sidewalk is window area—the 
shop has a corner location in the shopping center. 
Floor space is somewhat under 5000 feet. Offices 
are on the balcony, with a desk also on the main 
floor. 

Fixturizing was according to plans from 
Marshell-Wells Co., although Sunset Hardware is 
not affiliated with that firm. Units are highly flex- 
ible. Shelves throughout are adjustable, and are 
interchangeable from one island to another. Gon- 
dola tops may also be set straight or tilted at an 
angle. 


Find Flexible Fixtures Practical 


Seeing Peg-Board as offering great flexibility, 
they have used it freely. Two walls, up to the 
paints section, are lined with Peg-Board. The right

wall of rose Peg-Board, displaying housewares, is 
most effective. The area next to the window 
showed brass and iron decorative wares. A pleas- 
ing break in the otherwise straight flow of aisles 
is made by the broad wall shelf, which near the 
front and rear of the department angles from the 
wall, to extend over gondolas of large housewares. 
In this section, the flexible shelves are especially 
practical, accommodating equally well shallow pie 
plates and tall sugar and flour bins. The shelf 
above the Peg-Board panel plays up such large 
items as step stools and castored serving tables, 
and also provides surface for manufacturers’ sell- 
ing aids. 

In the adjoining paint section, shelves are also 


adjustable. Appliances occupy rear of the sales 
floor. 


Sporting goods have the left front section, of- 
fering hunting and fishing equipment. A low glass 
case of small gear and a gun rack are next to the 
window. 


Glass bins are used for small hardware and 





sporting goods, while a gondola of slanted bins 
carry nails, screws and the like. As in the house- 
wares area, center aisle hardware display is kept 
low and side-wall showings built up. Near the 
center floor, folding tables serve as display fix- 
tures, as well as being themselves for sale. 


In the left rear of the store, green Peg-Board is 
the base for a display of garden tools, with the 
area below them sectioned off for garden hose. The 
spot is also ideal for placing of the panel promot- 
ing “Do It Yourself” sale of perforated board 
fixtures. 


Sunset Hardware carries a very complete stock 
in all departments, and an adequate variety of 
lines. Although toys are a “one-shot” deal, 
stocked only for the holiday season, a nice show- 
ing of them was offered, ranging chiefly through 
the construction machinery type in the better 
makes. Since there is a toy store in the shopping 
center, they do not wish to compete. However, in 
the pre-Christmas season there is demand for 
toys; this they fill adequately. 


PRODIGAL LIGHTING, lavish use of color, and broad aisles add up to a store that customers like to visit. Unusual flexi- 
bility in fixtures is gained through adjustable shelves which are interchangeable between islands. Low display in center 
islands gives an overall view from either end of store.
